t/      ,  FOREIGN  PORK  MARKET  SITUATION 

Indications  are  that  at  the  opening  of  the  1929-30  pork  marketing 
season,  conditions  surrounding  actual  and  prospect  ive  foreign  demand  for 
American  pork  product s ,  especially  in  the  important  European  markets, 
are'  less  favorable  than  those  of  a  year  ago,  according  to  information 
available  in  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics, 
Larger  supplies  and  lower  prices  at  this  time  of  year  are  somewhat  seasonal 
in  Europe  as  in  the  United  States,  but  there  is  ample  evidence  of  an  up- 
ward trend  in  the  European  hog  production  cycle.     Exports  of  lard  and 
cured  pork  from  the  United  States  have  been  larger  than  last  year  in 
recent  months,  but  prices  in  Europe  have  had  a  downward  tendency,  especial- 
ly in  the  case  of  lard.     In  Great  Britain,  the  leading  foreign  market  for 
American  cured  pork  products,   supplies  from  Denmark  show  a  tendency  to  go 
above  last  year's  figures,  with  production  in  that  country  beginning  to 
increase  somewhat  sooner  than  in  other  continental  countries  supplying 
the  British  market.     In  Germany,  the  next  important  European  buyer  of 
American  pork  products,  production  continues  below  last  year,  but  it  is 
increasing  and  prices  are  expected  to  weaken.     As  regards  purchasing 
power  in  the  European  markets,  present  indications  point  to  conditions 
this  season  at  least  as  good  as  in  1928-29.

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The  reports  on  larger  hog  numbers  in  Germany  as  of  September  1  and 
in  the  Netherlands  as  of  October  28  confirm  the  statements  made  during  the 
1928-29  season  concerning  probable  larger  European  hog  supplies  in  1929-30. 
The  hog-feed  relationship  in  Europe  continues  very  favorable  to  increased 
production,  with  hog  prices  still  well  above  a  year  ago  and  feed  prices 
bo  low  last  year's  levels.     In  commenting  or.  those  reports,  bo. /ever,  issistant 
Agricultural  Commissioner  Da.vsoh  at  Berlin  points  out  that  while  the  indicated 
increased  hog  production  in  northern  Europe  ./ill  be  reflected  in  marketings 
in  the  spring  of  1930,  supplies  probably  -/ill  not  be  unduly  heavy  until  the 
latter  part  of  the  year.     In  'Great  Britain  and  'Ireland  also  there  are  signs 
of  increasing  por.-c  production  during  1930. 

The  earlier  development  of  increased  hog  production  in  Denmark  ;/as 
anticipated  in  Mr*  Da./son*  s  April  report,  but  the  increases  indicated  In  the 
Danish  report  of  July  15  .'/ere  larger  than  had  been  anticipated.     In  the 
Netherlands  also,  which  rarxs  next  to  Denmark  among  continental  suppliers 
of  cured  pork  to  the  British  market,   increased  production  is  f  cVreshado  '/ed, 
but  developments  there  are  behind  those  of  Denmark.    Mr.  Davson  sees  no 
important  changes  during  the  next  few  month s  in  the  continental  European 
demand  for  American  por^  products  so  far  as  purchasing  power  is  concerned. 
He  indicates,  however,  that  lard  mav  meet  competition  from  vegetable  oils 
somewhat  greater  than  usual.    For  several  months,  there  have  been  heavy  net 
imports  of  those  products. 

The  favorable  feed  situation  in  Europe  is  largely  the  result  of  a 
corn  crop  nearl'y  double  that  of  last  year  and  of  substantial  increases  in 
the  barley  and  oats  crops.    The  total  tonnage  of  all  three  crops  reported 
to  date  is  about  22  per  cent  larger  than  the  output  for  the  same  countries 
last  year,  and  slightly  larger  than  the  total  for  1327.    The  figures  enter- 
ing those  totals  come  from  nine  corn  i^roducing  countries,  24  countries 
reporting  barley  crops  and  23  countries  gro.virig  oats,  which  account  .or  the 
bulk  of  the  European  feed  grain  crops  outside  of  Russia.     In  Germany  and 
Poland,  the  leading  European  yx>tato  jjrodacers  excluding  Russia,  U  at  crop 
is  not  quite  as  large  as  that  of  a  year  ago,  but  the  abundance  of  feed  grains 
has  helped  to  hold  German  feed  potato  prices  belo.v  last  year's  level. 

Ire  at  Britain 

A  continued  weakness  in  lard  prices  is  the  feature  of  the  British 
market  for  American  pork  products  at  the  opening  of  the  1929-30  marketing 
season,  according  to  cabled  advices  from  American  Agricultural  Commissioner 
Foley  at  London.    Daring  most  of  November  the  Liverpool  quotations  on  American 
prime  steam  western  lard  have  averaged  lo.ver  than  for  any  month  in  the  last 
few  years,  being  about  \pl2.10  per  100  pounds.     Coincident  with  the  price 
decline  of  the  past  few  months,  lard  imports  have  been  only  moderate  although 
larger  tlian  those  of  a  year  ago,  but  Liverpool  stocks  have  been  falling 
steadily  since  last  May.    Those  figures  have  been  larger  than  a  year  ago  at 
the  end  of  each  month  since  March  1928,   but  returns  for  October  31  are  not 
enough  larger  than  a  year  ago  to  be  an  important  factor  in  depressing  prices. 
Total  lard  imports  into  Great  3ritain  sho./ed  some  increase  during  the  year 
/just  closed  over  all  of  the  preceding  six  seaso?is.    The  Liverpool  average 
price  for  the  whole  season  1928-29  .vas  slightly  higher  than  in  1927-23. 

In  the  British  cured  pork  .m:y;ket.,  .November  brought  some  checc  to  the 
downward  movement  in  prices  ./hich.\fus:.*becn  more  or  less  in  evidence  since 
last  August.    Tlere.are  some  seasontl  Aspects  to  the  recent  decline,  but 
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current  1 3 vols  in  some  linos  ara  .unchr  thoso  of-  a  year  ago*     In  Jtonerican 
green  bellies,  the  Liverpool  average  remaining  near  $19,,50  during  November 
against  ^18. 90  a  year  .ago.    A  IJovomb  3r  average  for.  an  -rican  short  cut  green 
hams,  at  about  $21.45, .  however,  .vis  aorao  $2.65  un^er  last  year,  while  Danish 
Wiltshire  sides  nod:;  around  $24. C5,  up  $2.65  from  a  year  earlier.     Bacon  im- 
ports have  sho.vn  some  tendency  in  recant  months  to  regain  last  year's  levels. 
In  hams,  most  of  which  came  irom  the  United  States,  recent  imports  have  ex- 
ceeded these  of  last  season.     Liverpool  monthly  curjd  por*c.  stocks,  which  in 
most  months  have  been  larger  in  the  season  .rust  c'losed  than  in  1927-28,  were 
•below  last_year  at  the  end  of  October.    The  season's  total  bacon  imports  fell 
short  of  the  1927-26  figure,  but  reciipts  from  the  Unit  jd  States  were  larger. 
Total  ham  imports,  ;„lso  -voro  1  a*ger.    The  general  aver  .ago  of  cured  por«c  prices 
was  higher  in  1928-29  than  in  1327-28. 

The  supplies  of  British  and  Irish  hogs  reaching  the  market  in  the  last 
two  or  three  months  hava  increased  seasonally,  but  .still  run  behind  last  year's 
fig  ores*.    Rjcc-ipts  for  the  year  at  representative  3ritish  markets  .viro  only 
slightly  larger  than  for  1327-26.    The  reduced  marketings  have  been  reflected 
in  the  smaller  receipts  of  fresh  British  and  Irish  por<e  at  the  London  Central 
Markets  daring  most  months  of  the  year  just  closed.    The  season's  total 
receipts  ./ere  substantially  under  those  of  1927-28,  and  the  situation  gave 
some  encouragement  to  the  shipping  of  frozen  pork  to  British  markets  from 
southern  hemisxjhere  countries.    Prices  for,  best  quality  cured  pork  being 
relatively  higher  than  prices  of  fresh  pork,  there  was  some  additional  ten- 
dency to  divert  domestic  and  Irish  pork  avay  from  the  fresh  products  trade. 

Sennas 

In  Germany,  hog  prices ,. while  seasonally  lower  at  present,  .are  ex- 
pected to  remain  favorable  tc  increased  production,  Mr.  Dawson  reports,  es- 
pecially since  the  feed  situation  is  so  favorable.    The  ITovember  a*. e rage 
price  of  heavy  hogs  at  Berlin-'  -vac  $17.66  per  100  pounds,  an  increas  1  of  8.5 
per  cent  above  a  year  ago.     Averages  of  feed  potatoes  at  Breslau  and  barley 
at  Leipzic  for  that  month  -vere  decreased  further  to  point  44.4  per  cent  and 
15.6  per  cent  respectively  below  last  year's  levels.     Granted  the  usual  re- 
action of  producers  to  such  conditions,,  the:  increased  production  now  under 
way  might  be  expected  to- continue  through  1930  and  into  1931  unless  the  feed 
situation  next  fall  takes  a  very  unfavorable  turn-.    Widespread-  advice  to  avoid 
over  production  has  appeared  in  the  German  press. 

It  no//  appears  that  the  September  German  hog  census  was  much  more 
complete  than  th  :t  taKen  in  June,  o./ing  to  the  response  by  farmers  to  a  plea 
for  greater  accuracy  in  reporting.    The  numbers  of  young  pigs  in  the  June 
census  seem  to  have  been  underestimated,  and  the  decrease  in  total  hog  stocks 
not  quite  so  great  as  indicated  in  that  census.     Indications,  however,  are  for 
no  unusually  heavy  marKB tings  at  least  until  late  spring  of  1930.     Our  earlier 
reports  indicated  that  recaipts  and  slaughter  of  hogs  in  Germany  for  the  1928- 
29  season  aould  run  12  to  15  per  cent  belew  1928-29  figures.    Final  figures 
on  receipts  at  14  cities  for  the  12  months  November-Cot 000 r  1928-29,  show  a 
decline  below  1327-28  of  about  18  per  cent,  while  slaughter  at  36  centers  was 
about  13  per  cent  belo.v  the  preceding  year. 

German  lard  imports,  most  of  which  come  from  the  United  States,  closed 
the  season  .vith  an  up./ard  swing  in  October.  In  spite  of  the  relatively  small 
imports  of  the  2  months,  August  and  September,  hovever,  the  price  at  Hamburg 
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has  continued  to  fall,  placing  the  November  average  of  $12.75  per  100  pounds 
10.7  per  cont:  under  a  year  ago  and  •belo.v  any  average  of  the.  past  several 
years.    Mr.  Dawson  suggests  a  heavier  consumption  of  vegetable  oils,  mar- 
garine, butter  and  beef  as  factors  depressing  the  price  of  lard.  Domestic 
lard  supplies,  as  expected,  have  beer  consistently  under  those  of  last  year. 
He  cites  a  review  of  retail  prices'"  in  Germany  as  showing  that  in  general  lard 
X^rices  against  prices  of  other  fats  are  in  a  less  favorable  position  than  last 
year.    -The  season's  lard  imports,  however,  were  larger  than  last  year  and  the 
price"  maintained  a  higher  level  for  the  year.     Bacon  imports,  most  of  .vhich 
come  from  the  Netherlands,  have  been  materially  higher  all  year,  closing  with 
a  total  gain  of  49  per  cent. 

Denmark 

For  the  past  several  months,  Danish  bacon  exports  have  been  heavier 
than  those  of  last  year.     The  larger  receipts  of  Danish  bacon  in  Great  Britain- 
have  been  an  important  factor  in  the  recent  downward '  movement  of  cured  pork: 
prices  in  that  market.    The  recent  heavier  experts,  however,  were  not  great 
enough  to  bring  the  season's  total  up  to  that  of  1927-28.     The  season's  aver- 
age price  of  bacon  has  held  above  that  of  last  year.     The  increased  exports 
-.vere  very  largely  the  result  of  the  unexpectedly  large  spring  pig  crop  of 
1929,  which  was  greater  than  that  of  a  year  earlier  despite  the  usually  severe 
winter  of  1928-29,  which  reduced  f arrowing s  so  heavily  in  Netherlands  and 
Germany.    The  following  table  illustrates  the  increase}

The  number  of  fattening  hogs  over  4  months  old  this  year  was  6  per 
cent  larger  than  last  year  on  July  15.  ■  A  considerable  part  of  that  group 
has  already  been  slaughtered.     The  increase  in  farrows  up  to  6  months  old 
indicates  somewhat  increased  marketing  during  the  winter  1929-30.  The 
heavy  increase  in  the  number  of  sows  in  farrow  points  to  a  considerable 
increase  in  the  current  fall  pig  crop,  and  the  number  of  young  sows  saved 
indicates  intentions  of  considerable  increased  breeding  later.     The  hog  feed 
ratio  continues  favorable  in  spite  of  some  recent  decline  in  bacon  prices. 
Prices  for  corn,  barley  and  rye  have  been  moving  downward  since  the  middle 
of  1929. 
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He  the r lands 

The  indicated  increased  hog  numbers  in  the  Netherlands  has  not  yet 
been  reflected  in  Dacon  exports  equaling  those  of  last  year.     Supplies  sent 
to  the  British  markets  in  recent  months  have  been*smaller  than  a  year  ago, 
as  is  the  total  for  the  1926-29  season.    The  production  situation  as  reported 
in  August  and  September  point  to  continued  moderate  offerings  for  several 
months,  with  some  increase  appearing  in  the  spring  of  1930  and  becoming  more 
marked  as  the  year  advances.    The  returns  available  indicate  a  fall  pig  crop 
for  1929  materially  above  that  of  last  year.    The  relatively  favorable  hog 
feed  ratio  pe sages  increcased  spring  farro wings  in  1930.

Poland 


The  past  season' s  attractive  British  bacon  mar  .cut  has  been  a  factor 
in  stimulating  interest  in  Polish  por^c  production.    Hog  production  there  is 
still  on  a  small  scale,  but  there  is  a  decided  tendency  toward  increased 
production  to  supply  the  needs  of  nearby  countries  for  live  hogs  in  addition 
tc  the  growing  bacon  trade  with  Great  Britain.     Several  large  slaughter  houses 
have  bean  built,  including  two  state  plants  for  exporting  ham  and'  bacon  to 
England  as  -.veil  as  bacon  and.  porlc  for  Vienna.    There  has  been  seme  growth  in 
marketing  organization  both  at  home  and  in  the  foreign  markets  for  handling 
Polish  products  and  for  standardizing  the' products  along  the  linos  required 
by  the  consuming  areas.    Present  plans  include  preparation  for  additional 
inroads  into  the  western  European  market s.     The  future  is  problematical , 
however,  and  the  expansion  program  may  be  chec"tced  somewhat  when  continental 
hog  prices  react  further  to  the  general  upward  swing  in  numbers  now  get.t.ing 
under  way. 
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Unitod  Stat j s  and  Canada 

Hog  slaughter  in  both  the  United  States  and  Canada  showed  a  seasonal 
increase  at  the  close  of  the  1928-29  pork  marketing  year,  the  October  fig- 
ure's in  both  countries  being  larger  than  those  of  1928.     Increases  over  last 
year  have  been  evident  in  the  United  States  since  August,  but  the  season's 
totals  in  both  countries  wore  slightly  below  those  of  1927-28.     In  the  United 
States  hog  prices  for  most  of  November  were  higher  than  those  of  the  corres- 
ponding months  of  last  year  f or  the  first  time  since  last  July,  according  to 
the  Chicago  average  'of  packers'  and  shippers'  quotations.    The  November  price 
of  No.  3  yellow  corn  at  Chicago,  ffhile  lower  than  for  several  months  past, 
was  about  5  per  cent  higher  than  in  November  1928. 

Since  the  current  advance  over  last  year  in  hog  prices  amounts  to 
only  about  2  per  cent,  the  hog  feed  ratio  is  somewhat  less  favorable  than 
that  of  a  year  ago.    The  somewhat  better  hog  pride  this  year  is  the  result 
of  the  sharp  break  in  prices  for  November  1928,  as  the  tendency  this  year 
has  been  downward  since  July. 

Additional  wearies s  continues  to  characterize  the  domestic  lard 
market  in  spite  of  seasonally  smaller  cold  storage  holdings  and  a  heavier 
export  movement.    For  most  of  November,  the  price  of  prime  steam  western 
lard  at  Chicago  averaged  lower  than  for  any  month  since  July  1927  and  was 
about  9  per  cent  under  the  November  1928  average.     Domestic  lard  stocks  at 
the  beginning  of  November  were  35.3  per  cent  under  the  preceding  month,  but 
19.3  per  cent  larger  than  last  year.     Total  exports  in  recent  months  have 
been  consistently  heavier  than  a  year  ago,  with  the  season's  total  about 
14  per  cent  larger  than  last  year  and  ahead  of  any  season  since  1923-24. 
Great  Britain  took  more  lard  during  the  season  .just  Closed  than  in  any  of 
the  preceding  6  years  and  was  a  much  heavier  buyer  than  in  the  pre-war 
peried.    Exports  to  Germany  were  the  largest  In  the  past  4  years.     In  spite 
of  the  price  declines  of  recent  months,  the  Liverpool  and  Hamburg  average 
lard  prices  for  the  season  were  higher  than  in  1927-28.    Cuba  alsn  has 
offered  a  better  market  for  American  lard  in  the  past  season. 

In  cured  pork  also,  exports  of  recent  months  have  been  heavier  than 
a  year  ago,  especially  in  bacon  exports  to  countries  other  than  Great 
Britain.    Total  bacon  exports  for  the  season  .just  closed  -vere  13.6  per  cent 
Larger  than  for  1927-28  and  also  exceeded  the  1926-27  figures.  Shipments 
to  Great  Britain,  which  absorbs  about  1/3  of  our  total  exports  of  bacon, 
were  about  14  per  cent  larger  than  last  year,  while  the  movement  to  Germany 
increased  some  9  per  cent,  the  heavier  shipments  occurring  in  the  second 
half  of  the  year.     In  hams  and  shoulders,  total  exports  .lust  about  reached 
last  year's  figures.    Exports  to  Great  Britain,  which  account  for  from  75 
to  80  per  cent  of  the  total  shipments  of  hams  and  shoulders,  were  slightly 
below  the  1927-28  total.     An  increased  movement  to  Canada  aided  in  sustain- 
ing the  total  near  the  figures  of  last  year.    Cuba  took  less  American  cured 
porK  in  1927-28  than  in  the  preceding  year.
